M. Naboukoff was secretary of state 
in the first Russian preliminary cabinet 
under Prince Lvoff.

(Special.]J—Tex Rickard, boxing pro- 
‘| moter and former manager of Madison 


Square Garden, was acquitted at 12:19 
o’clock this morning of charges based 
on accusations brought by a 15 year 
old girl, Sarah Schoenfeld. who was 
backed by the Children’s society. 

Rickard’s trial attracted wide atten- 
tion because of his colossal sporting 
ventures and because of the imposing 
array of men who appeared as char- 
acter witnesses in his behalf. 

Among these were Kermit Roosevelt, 
Rex Beach, the novelist; Maj. A. J. 
Drexel-Biddle, Philadelphia millionaire 
and Sunday school supporter; and 
George Herron, Alaska editor, who 
came all the way from, the frozen 
north to defend the character of the 
gold hunter and Klondike gambler. 

Celebrated Boxing Matches. 

Famous in sporting annals were 
Rickard’s premotion of the Gans-Nel- 
on fight, the Johnson-Jeffries contest, 
the Dempsey-Willard and the Dempsey- 
Carpentier bouts. 

The fight promoter faces trial on 
three other indictments growing out 
of allegations of girls, but. Max D. 
Steuer, his attorney, stated immediate- 
ly after the vérdict that the district 
attorney's office would quash these 
indictments. _Mr.. Steuer said the pros- 
ecutor had fegarded th!s case as a test, 
and had promised him that he would 
not try to convict in other cases if 
this failed. 

Before the case went to the jury Mr. 
Steuer, in his.summing up for the de- 
fense, declared with dramatic emphasis 
that Rickard was out of the sporting 
world for good. The lawyer said his 
client would spend the rest of his life 
in running down the enemy who had 
crucified a ruined him. 

: oter Is Overjoyed. 

Rickard, overjoyed at the verdict, 
which was reached in one hour and 
thirty-one minutes, had nothing to say 
on that phase of his future after the 
jury had found him not ilty. 

The defendant, who had gripped the 
rail and almost sunk to his knees in 


his emotion: as the foreman’s words 
lifted the charge from his head, said a 
moment later: 

‘I am too gratified to say anything. 
I’ve shot craps for $1,000 a throw, but 
I never went though anything like this 
last hour. 

“T didn’t know how it was coming 
out. You couldn’t tell. I want to tell 
you that jury had the greatest lot of 
poker faces I ever looked into.” 

Crowd Cheers Verdict. 


Rickard, who had been confined in 
the Tombs since the trial began, 
waited alone in the sheriff's office for 
the verdict after Supreme Court-Jus- 
tice Wasservogel had charged the jury 
and retired to his chambers.

Indictments charging attempted 
jury fixing in the trial for extortion 
of Simon O’Donnell, former president 
of the Chicago Building Trades coun- 
cil, are to be asked of the grand jury 
today by State’s Attorney Crowe, it 
was announced last night.

‘ference unless the other nations agreed 
to reduce proportionately. He told the 
fenate that the armament conference 
had dealt with the question of reduc- 
ing armament as effectively as it could 
be dealt with under present circum- 
stances.’ 

Lodge Answers Reed. 

By way of answer to the charges of 
Senator Reed [Mo.] that American del- 
egates in the armament conference had 
been bamboozied by the British and 
Japanese representatives through a 
diferent method of’ computing capital 
ship tonnage, Senator Lodge produced

The Belfast govern- 
ment’s cry is “Protestant Ulster,’ 
just as Melbourne's is “White Aus- 
tralia,” they say and the Ulster au- 
thorities stop at nothing to obtain their 
objective and plainly do not think mar 
tial law is neceseary to stop nfurder 
in Belfast. They are afraid of martial 
law as they suspect that, if, admin- 
istered, it would not much help their

If the military forces were to disarm 
all, including the 40,000 armed consta- 
bles, it would be all right.

It is asserted that the constabulary 
has been organized around a nucleus 
of Orange gunmen to rout out the 
Catholics.

It 
would leave them without police pro- 
tection, and they would be totally at 
the mercy of the Nationalists who had 
secreted arms, they contend.

Senator McCormick voted as all the other Re- 
publicans did, except Borah of Idaho, Johnson of 
California, La Follette of Wisconsin, and France 
of Maryland. He voted for peace. He voted to 
make effective the great achievement of President 
Harding and the Republican administration. 
Hearst says that every senator who voted to keep 
his country out of a useless war and to give it a 
generation of peace must be defeated, “for such 
political treason.” 

Thompson and Lundin will probably follow 
Hearst’s leadership and try to repudiate the 
achievement of the Republican national adminis- 
tration. They will be sympathetic with such an 
attitude towards American interest and welfare. 
They have congenial minds and purposes. Con- 
sequently Republican voters in Cook county will 
be asked to select men for sheriff, treasurer and 


‘other offices on the issue that Hearst did not get 


his war on land and sea and bring about a uni- 
versal crash into common ruin. ”

The 
taxes on that same property next year 
will be $12.39, according to the Valen- 
tine prediction. The official tax rate in 
1918 was higher than in 1919, but the 
basis of valuation was changed from 
one-third to one-half that year, so that 
the taxes were increased accordingly. 
. Chester E. Cleveland, attorney for 
the city, attempted to get Valentine to 
admit that there may not be tax in- 
crease next year, but Valentine in- 
sisted that the appropriations already 
made coupled with the tax levies filed 
indicated that taxes will increase more 
than 5 per cent.

“STRESS GRADUAL | 
GAIN IN BUSINESS

The first monthly reviews of busti- 


~ness conditions during March are be- 


ginning to make their appearance. 
These analyses, coupled with monthly 
and preliminary quarterly corporation 
reports, emphasize the gradual but un- 
mistakable improvement of general 
conditions. 

The Chicago Federal Reserve bank 
considerable improvement in the 
puilding industry. The Kansas City 
Federal Reserve bank says further im- 
provement in conditions throughout its 
district has come within -the last thirty 
days, with farmers reducing their debts 
and bank deposits increasing. The New 
York Federal Reserve bank reports sales 
of department and apparel stores are 
nearing the normal volume of transac- 
tions. Increasing production is reported 
in the stee! industry, while prices for 
both steel products and pig iron show a 
firmer tendency. 

Sees Better Days for Leather. 
‘although the leather ‘and tanning in- 
dustry remains dull, George H. Swift, 
president of the National Leather com- 
pany, predicts better times ahead in his 
annual report. 

“Our distributive sales of merchan- 
dise amounted in 1921 to slightly over 
$23,500,000," he states. ‘‘ This amount, in 
dollars, represents about one-half the 
total for 1920, but in merchandise units, 
or sides, feet and pounds of leather, it is 
not as a Whole much reduction from 1920. 
We are reasonably optimistic as to the 
immediate future. It would take but 
slightly improved general conditions, 
either here or abroad, to bring about a 
considerable change in the problems 
facing us.”
